No suspects in Morgan Manor arson 

Fire leaves one dead and ^300,000 in damages 


Police and fire officials said to¬ 
day that they have no suspects in 
the early morning fire that 
claimed the life of one man, in¬ 
jured three others and caused 
approximately $300,000 in dam¬ 
ages at the Morgan Manor last 
Wednesday. 

Police identified the dead man 
as Ronald David Malick, 37, of 
Detroit, who was visiting in the 
apartment of his former wife and 
daughter when the fatal fire be¬ 
gan about 1 am. 

Scores of other persons resid¬ 


ing in the partment complex at 
9960 Wayne Road fled the build¬ 
ing. Some jumped out of a third- 
floor windows. 

Romulus fire captain William 
Daughenbaugh was injured 
when a beam fell and struck him 
on the head. Police said that cap¬ 
tain Daughenbaugh escaped se¬ 
rious injuries because he was 
wearing a helmet. He was tre¬ 
ated and later released from 
Wayne County General Hospital. 

Donald Flood, Romulus safety 
director, said the fire was “de¬ 


finitely the work of an arsonist.” 

' ‘ At present we do not have any 
suspects in custody,” Flood said. 
“State fire officials have joined 
our departments in the inves¬ 
tigation. We are presently talk¬ 
ing to people, however, we do not 
have any motives or suspects.” 

The fire broke out in Building F 
of the apartment complexes, 
35570 Margaret at 1:07 a.m. Fire 
fighters from Romulus and 
Wayne responded. The fire had 
started on the ground floor of the 
12-unit, three-story structure 


and crept inside the walls and 
reached the roof. 

“We believe that someone had 
poured a flamable liquid on the 
first floor in the main hallway,” 
Flood said. The fire turned into 
an inferno in a manner of 
seconds.” 

Flood said that most of the re¬ 
sidents managed to escape and 
credited the buildings’ fire detec¬ 
tors for alerting the inhabitants. 

The series of apartment com¬ 
plexes, constructed in the early 
1970’s by prominent Romulus

Council secretary stirs controversy 


Does the City Council have the 
power to employ a council 
secretary? 

Or is the City Clerk the city 
council’s secretary? 

These two questions have stir¬ 
red controversy and divided the 
council in the wake of former 
mayor secretary, Nita Laine’s 
resignation. Mrs. Laine was 
hired by council to serve as coun¬ 
cil secretary. She recently res¬ 
igned from the $16,000 position. 

At its last meeting, council 
agreed to hire Mary Hatten as 
the new council secretary. Ms.- 
Hatten was to being employment 
on March 5. 

Councilman Barry Baumann 
believes that the council can 
save the taxpayers’ $16,000 by 
eliminating the position. He also 
challenges the council’s right to 


create the position, pointing out 
that, by City Charter, the City 
Clerk is the official records’ 
keeper of the city and council. 

At the other end of the argu¬ 
ment, Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry and Peter Bergeron 
also point to the City Charter and 


tee to appoint Ms..Hatten. It also 
stated that Mrs. Laine would be 
laid off on March 5, 1984, enabl¬ 
ing the former secretary to the 
ex-mayor, William Oakley, to re¬ 
ceive unemployment compensa¬ 
tion.

Baumann said that if any em¬ 
ployee qualified for compensa¬ 
tion he would be among the first 
to defend that person’s rights. 
“But I don’t believe the majority 
of the council is right for voting 
for Mrs. Laine’s lay off when, in 
realtiy, she has resigned.”

Two recent cases of arson have 
prompted local fire and police 
officials to seek citizens’ help in 
solving the cases. 

Romulus Fire Chief James 
Haislip said the two cases — the 
deliberate setting afire of the 
Morgan Manor Apartment com¬ 
plex which resulted in the death 
of one man and injuries to sever¬ 
al other residents, and a second 
arson last November of an un¬ 
occupied building are wanton 
acts of destruction. 

In the second incident, two 
juveniles were seen entering the 
house before the structure went 
up in flames. Fire Inspector 
Charles Bradley and police offic¬ 
er William Davenport managed 
to take the juveniles into cus¬ 
tody. 

One of the defendants pleaded 
guilty to malicious destruction of 
property (a felony) ; the second 
juvenile will be tried later this 
month. 

Combined efforts between 
state insurance companies and 
the Michigan State Fire Marshal 
Division have led to- a “Secret 
Witness” program. Information 
offered that leads to the arrest 
and conviction of anyone setting 
deliberate fires can bring up to 
$2,000 reward to the person offer¬ 
ing the information.

Jim Reeves, Sumpter 
Township Supervisor since 1980, 
will seek the 21st district state 
representative seat recently left 
vacant by the death of Richard 
Sullivan. 

“I’m definitely going to go for 
it,” Reeves said Monday, adding 
that he will release a formal 
statement in the near future. 

“I just feel they need a grass¬ 
roots person up there to repre¬ 
sent the district,” Reeves said. 
“And I absolutely am familiar 
with the needs of all the com¬ 
munities in this district.” 

A Democrat, Reeves will seek 
to fill the shoes of Sullivan, a 
first-term Democrat from New 
Boston. Sullivan was buried on 
February 28, two months after he 
suffered a major heart attack. 

No date has yet been set for a 
special election, and Reeves ack¬ 
nowledged the confusion sur¬ 
rounding the district’s status. 
Currently, the 21st district is 




composed of Sumpter and Huron 
Township (the only two 
towrTships representing Wayne 
County); Exeter, Ash, London 
and French Towm Township; and 
parts of Milan and Monroe. 

A statewide reapportionment 
plan, however, is scheduled to 
take effect following the Novem- 
be> elections of a new House of 
Representatives. Under the 
plan, Sullivan’s district will shift 
to include the entire city of Milan 
and exclude Monroe. 

The Michigan Attorney Gener¬ 
al is reviewing the situation to 
decide whether the reapportion¬ 
ment plan should apply in the 
special election. ‘He’ll make his 
recommendation to the gov¬ 
ernor,” Reeves said. ‘Until 
then, they won’t be able to set a 
date for the election.” 

Since Sullivan was up for re- 
election this fall, his replace¬ 
ment would end up seeking office 
twice in a year. Reeves acknow¬ 
ledged. 

A spokeswoman for the late 
representative said she hadn’t

yet heard of official candidates 
for Sullivan’s seat. “All I've 
heard is that some of the 
townships are unhappy with the 
cost of a special election," the 
woman said. 

Describing himself as a “close 
friend" of Sullivan, Reeves said 
he would not have sought the seat 
had the late representative lived. 
“I had the highest respect for 
him,” said Reeves, who had 
ordered the township flag fiown 
at half mast to mark Sullivan’s 
funeral. 

Reeves, 59. has been active in 
Sumpter politics for the past de¬ 
cade. First elected as a trustee in 
1974, he later served a term as 
township clerk. 

His four-year term as super¬ 
visor ends this November. 
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Sumpter, City Sand officials 
go back to negotiating table

Sumpter Township and City 
Sand and Landfill officials re¬ 
sumed negotiations last week on 
an out-of-court settlement to 
their nearly three^year old dis¬ 
pute over the company’s oper- 
tion of a non-hazardous landfill 
on Willow and Elwell. 

Township trustees met with 
representatives of the landfill 
company at a closed session on 
Thursday, March 1. It was a first 
meeting between the two sides 
since January 5, when a City 
Sand executive proposed the set¬ 
tlement. 

Sumpter Township Supervisor 
Jim Reeves said that, while he 
couldn’t reveal what was discus¬ 
sed at the session, the trustees 
were in the process of reviewing 
the proposal. 

Trustee Virgil Humphreys cal¬ 
led for the meeting, after learn¬ 
ing that City Sand officials had 
contacted the board, asking to be 


put on a meeting agenda. 

Last week’s negotiations 
marked the end of a two-month 
stalemate between the board and 
the supervisor. Trustees, to a 
man, maintained it was the su- 
perivsor’s role to initiate a meet¬ 
ing to discuss the offer, while 
Reeves insisted it was the trus¬ 
tees’ responsibility. 

At the January 5 open meeting 
between City Sand vice- 
president Thomas Handyside 
and the board, Handyside prop¬ 
osed a settlement almost identic¬ 
al to one rejected by the board 
last fall. City Sand officials had 
proposed the previous settle¬ 
ment, unanimously voted down 
by the board after months of pri¬ 
vate meetings. 

The major difference between 
the two proposals was that the 
landfill company dropped its re¬ 
quest to remove two million 
yards of sand from the township 
in exchange for a number of ‘ ‘be- 
nefits.” Handyside said he 


thought sand removal was a 
“main issue’’ dividing the two 
sides. 

The present proposal would 
allow the landfill company to be¬ 
gin 24 hour-a-day operations in 
order to speed up the final clos¬ 
ing of the landfill which, say City 
Sand officials, is nearing its final 
grade level. 

In exchange. City Sand would 
make several concessions: a 
$200,000 donation to be used for a 
recreation facility, construction 
of a storm/water flood basin, and 
a $25,000 inspection fee to be paid 
by City Sand to the township. 

The landfill company would 
also agree under any circumst¬ 
ances not to apply for a hazar¬ 
dous waste license. 

If a settlement is not reached, 
the two sides will face off in the 
Wayne County Circuit Court in 
about a year’s time, say attor¬ 
neys for both sides. 

The feud began in the summer 


of 1981 when Sumpter officials 
padlocked the landfill, accusing 
City Sand of various local ordi¬ 
nance violations including ele¬ 
vating the landfill’s grade level 
to an unauthorized height. 

A few hours later. City Sand 
received a court order rescind¬ 
ing the order. The corporation 
then filed a lawsuit seeking dam¬ 
ages of up to $1 million stemming 
from the padlocking incident. 

Sumpter Township responded 
by filing a counter-suit of its own, 
seeking monetary damages of an 
unspecified amount. 

Several trustees have said 
they would like to settle the mat¬ 
ter without the expense and un¬ 
certainty of a court trial, but that 
they wouldn’t allow 24 hour-a- 
day operations. Trustees point 
out that township residents are 
already up in arms about the 
noise and traffic caused by the 
weekday travel of City Sand 
trucks.

FOOD FOR 
THOUGHT

Cheesecake moves from dessert to the main 
course or cocktail time, when It’s made with a 
nonsweet crumb crust and zippy cheeses like 
che'vre. gruyere, or parmesan. Vegetables, 
bacon, or smoked fish folded in will add interest. 

Look for mustard that tastes more: richer mixtures, 
some with coarse mustard seeds or horseradish, 
are Increasingly popular. 

Leftover egg whites? Use 3 for chocolate chip 
meringues. Beat the whites with % cup sugar and 
a pinch of salt, then fold in 6 ounces chocolate 
chips, 2 Tbs. unsweetened cocoa, and V2 tsp. 
vanilla. Drop by spoonfuls on a foil-lined sheet and 
bake 30 minutes at 275’’. 

Due in the future: irradiated foods that won't need 
freezing to ratain color, nutrition, texture, and fla¬ 
vor. Liquid juice concentrate could be stored at 
room temperature, for instance. 

Easy fish rolls can use up leftovers. Saute' chop¬ 
ped mushrooms, onions, green pepper (or what- 
ever’s in the fridge), then stir in V2 cup instant rice. 
Pack stuffing in and around rolled fish fillets; 
sprinkle on V4 cup white wine. Top all with foil and 
bake in a 350'’ oven for 20 to 25 minutes.

Anthony Schultz of 
Lansing was also 
arrested with Sloan. 
The men spent two 
nights in the Saginaw 
County jail before 
being released on 
bond of $7,500 each. 


Detective James 
Fowler of the Sagi¬ 
naw County’s Sher¬ 
iff’s Department said 
that police had confis- 
cated 50 pounds of 
marijuana and 
$31,000 in currency at 
the time of arrest. 

Also confiscated 
was a 1984 Chevy Cor¬ 
vette belonging to 
Sloan, and a 1984 
Chevy Blazer belong¬ 
ing to Schultz, police 
said. 

Fowler said the 
confiscated cars will 
be kept as part of 
forfeiture proceed¬ 
ings. 

Fowler said the 
arrests were made on 
the street at7;50p.m. 
The suspects were in 
the process of “nego¬ 
tiating and selling” 
marijuana to an 


undercover police 
officer at the time of 
arrests, he said. 

The detective de¬ 
clined comment on 
the events leading up 
to the investigation. 
But Saginaw Assis¬ 
tant Prosecutor Eric 
Kaiser said that the 
arrests were origin¬ 
ated by a Saginaw 
County task force as 
part of a stepped-up 
effort to curb narco¬ 
tics traffic.

I read my own newspaper’s editorials 
sometimes, and get upset. Sorry staff I 
just don’t always agree although some¬ 
times I do. In any event, I allow the ex¬ 
pression of opinion even though it is 
sometimes contrary to mine, because 
it’s healthy and because regardless of 


position it stimulates thinking and de¬ 
bate. I would not allow advocacy of Naz¬ 
ism, but some latitude is healthy. It isn’t 
there for all to agree with, but rather to 
get things moving and to get people off 
the fence. “At some point,” philosopher 
and lecturer Jim Rohn says, “it doesn’t 
matter which side you get off on, just get 
off. If you’re on the wrong side, you’ll 
know it sooner.” Advocacy is not the 
enemy in my opinion. Lethargy and com¬ 
placency are. 

This column will be read by some, 
agreed with by few probably and 
admired and respected by very few. But 
it will be me. Its function is to, at times, 
voice an opinion, MINE. It’s function is 
to express a point of view, MINE. I will 
occasionally strive to inform, and hope¬ 
fully, as in some of my recent columns, 
seek to do no more than serve in some 
small way to entertain. 

I hope to make you laugh, to make you 
think about yourself, and how to be bet¬ 
ter. Sometimes 1 may bring a tear. 

I hope at times I can help our 
readers better understand what we at 
Associated Newspapers are attempting 
to accomplish, and convey some under¬ 
standing of why we do what we do. 

But what you read will be sincere and 
from the heart and soul. Like it if you 
may, enjoy it if you can. Don’t buy it or 
read it if you so choose. But understand if 
you are willing and able, that a col¬ 
umnist’s function is to do what this col¬ 
umn will be striving to do, express the 
viewpoint solely of the writer.

Tragedy.... and a hero

It was like a story right out of 0. Henry. 

A man who, as a youth fathered a child and had 
not seen the child for more than 12 years, suddenly 
reappears to save his daughter’s life...and forfeits 
his. 

It is, indeed, a strange story. 

But it is also true, as told to us by Maryanne Piper, 
who played a prominent role in this drama. 

The life that an arsonist snuffed out in Romulus 
early last Wednesday morning at Morgan Manor 
was that of 37-year-old Ronald David Malicki, a De¬ 
troit resident. 

What had brought Malicki to Romulus on that 
fateful day was the woman who had borne him a 
child more than 15 years ago. 

“Ron had left me when our daughter was only six 
months old,” the woman related by telephone. Hold¬ 
ing back her tears she described the tragic events 
that would claim her former lover’s life but save 
four others. 

With sadness in her voice, Ms. Piper continued. 

“I am still trying to piece together what hap¬ 
pened. All of that smoke. The soot... I know that we 
jumped from that window but how it all hap¬ 
pened...God only knows.” 

What apparently had happened was that at 
around 1 a.m. someone walked into the main hall¬ 
way of Building F at Morgan Manor in Romulus, 
poured flamable liquid, ignited it and ran from the 
building. 

In seconds, the building became an inferno. 

“Karen, our youngest who is 12, was playing chess 
with a friend,” Ms. Piper related. “They smelled 
smoke. But, when you live in an apartment you get 
accustomed to someone leaving a frying pan on a 
stove ... nothing serious.” 

But when the youngsters opened the door, the heat 
and pressure just pushed them back. The kids 
alerted the others to get out of the apartment. They 
went to the window and leaped three stories down. 

“I got up from the bed and my eldest daughter, 
Diane, followed. Ron was yelling to us to get back 


into the bedroom.. .by that time the smoke had filled 
our apartment. I remember knocking out the screen 
in the window with my fist and putting my head out 
to get some air. 

“On the ground I could hear my daughter scream¬ 
ing for me to ‘jump.’ I was shaky. I went through the 
window. But I don’t remember the leap. 

By this time the roof was ablaze and everything 
and everyone was blurred. 

Diane later would tell her mother that she thought 
she was dead. Diane said that she remembered put¬ 
ting a pillow over her face and “wanting to go to 
sleep.” The next thing she knew she too was on the 
ground, near her mother’s side. She had suffered 
burns on her right arm. 

Her father whom she had known only momentari¬ 
ly had remained in the apartment. Later, fire fight¬ 
ers would find the body. The roof had caved in on 
him. 

Malicki, they theorize, had apparently managed 
to get Diane to the window and tossed her out 
before he himself was overcome by the smoke and 
the soot. 

“Someone, somehow had brought him back into 
our lives.. .to save the lives of the people he loved the 
most. Wherever Ron is now, I want him to know he’s 
a hero in his daughter’s eyes and my eyes. We love 
him so.”

For too long, we have had the 
wool pulled over our eyes by 
elected officials who hold secret 
meeting, special meetings, illeg¬ 
al orientation sessions etc., to 
keep the public misinformed as 
to what is happening in the city.

Private funds will 
pay for statue 

EDITOR — Concerning Belle¬ 
ville’s search for a statue to rep¬ 
resent Robert LaSalle for place¬ 
ment in Liberty Bell Park, the 
purchase, if one is ever made, 
will be entirely by private funds 
contributed for that specific 
purchase.

Belleville won the final relay 
as Coach Sam Vicchy put 
together a winning combination 
of Damon Sulkey, Ben Griffith, 
Chris Witt, and Greg Lynch who 
covered the 400-yard freestyle 
relay event in 3:23.6. 

Wayne Coach Jim McPartlin 
was pleased with his team’s 
over-all performance at the 
meet. 


“I felt we swam well,” said 
Coach McPartlin, “but, unfortu¬ 
nately, we didn’t have enough 
depth to pull it off.” 

Since this is the first year of the 
conference’s existence, all win¬ 
ning times were posted as re¬ 
cords.

Pothole season nearly here 


The nation is approaching an 
annual event that tries the soul of 
even the most Hardened motorist 
— the pothole season, warns the 
Automotive Information Council 
(AIC). 

Impacts with deep potholes 
have been known to loosen auto 
wheel covers, rupture tires and 
bend wheels. More commonly, 
repeated impacts with potholes 
can affect your car’s tire infla¬ 
tion, wheel balance or wheel 
alignment, says AIC. 

The rising and falling temper¬ 
atures of early spring can contri¬ 
bute to potholes as water seeps 
into pavement cracks and 
freezes, expanding and crumb¬ 


ling road surfaces. 

Symptoms of damage caused 
by pothole impacts may be a car 
that drifts to one side of the road 
when driven down a straight, 
level highway or a vibration in 
the front end. 

Underinflation of the tires can 
be a cause of vehicle handling 
difficulties. Using a tire pressure 
gauge, measure the tire pressure 
in all four tires. Add air if the 
tires are below the recom¬ 
mended pressure. 

Vibration or “shimmy” in the 
front end of the car may be due to 
unbalanced wheels. A wheel 
weight can be jarred loose on im¬ 
pact with a pothole and abnor¬ 


mal handling can result. A lost 
wheel weight will leave a mark 
where it was attached to the 
wheel. Inspect the wheels for dis¬ 
lodged wheel weights before hav¬ 
ing other service done. 

If adding air to the tires and 
checking the wheel balance 
doesn’t solve your handling diffi¬ 
culties, have a mechanic check 
the car. Misalignment of the 
wheels can cause the tires to 
wear prematurely. The cost of a 
wheel alignment will more than 
pay for itself in tire life. Visable 
evidence of misalignment is ex¬ 
cessive tire wear on one side of 
the tire or a tire tread worn with 
feathered edges, says AIC.

A nationwide requirement for 
labeling service station pumps is 
being urged by the Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturers Association 
(MVMA) because of the increas¬ 
ing use of gasoline-alcohol 
blends. 

“The marketing of gasoline- 
alcohol blends has raised con¬ 
cerns about vehicle performance 
and possible harmful effects to 
components which the public 
should know about,” says Dr. 
Fred Bowditch, MVMA vice- 
president of technical affairs. 

Recommendations regarding 
alcohol-blended fuel usage are 
currently being published in the 
owner’s manual by vehicle 
manufacturers. But, without 
pump labeling the consumer is 
not able to evaluate and compare 
fuel characteristics with these 


recommendations, Bowditch ex¬ 
plains. 

He said MVMA believes that 
fuel pump labeling is needed to 
indicate the type of alcohol 
(ethanol or methanol), the 
amount of alcohol present, and 
type of consolvents (propanols, 
butanols and other heavier alco¬ 
hols) which may be co-blended 
with methanol or ethanol to im¬ 
prove solution stability charac¬ 
teristics. 

Ethanol and methanol use may 
cause poorer fuel economy, high- 
er evaporative emissions, 
driveability problems due to 
alcohol’s effect on the chemical¬ 
ly correct mixture of air and fuel, 
increased hydrocarbon and nit¬ 
rogen oxide emissions, and de¬ 
terioration of some materials in 
the vehicle’s fuel system. 


“We believe the labeling 
should be nationwide and on all 
pumps in order to reduce motor¬ 
ist confusion,” Bowditch says. 
“Labeling pumps dispensing 
only gasoline-alcohol blends 
would be sufficient if enacted 
under some Federal authority. 
But, voluntary posting by some 
firms or individual state action 
may leave the traveling consum¬ 
er confused when faced with a 
pump without a label.” 

This stands on gasoline- 
alcohol blend pump labeling, 
Bowditch says, is part of a con¬ 
tinuing effort by MVMA member 
firms to provide consumers with 
fuel and lubricant quality in¬ 
formation to assure optimum 
performance and to prevent de¬ 
leterious operation of motor 
vehicles.
